Select Commiitcc an Assassinations, But rnore than that* it is Morrow’s 
story of a far-reaching conspiracy, in which Lee Har\-ey; Oswald was set \ip 
as a patsy, that led to the formation of the controversial committee in the 
first place. 

LfnwittingJy, Morrow played a viiaJ pan in the successful 
conspiracy to kill Kennedy. 

From 1961 to l%4. he was employed by the CIA as a 
specialist in wcaponiy and etectronic et^uipment. Based on 
his expen'ence^ during those years, and additionaJ informa- 
tion supplied by CIA and FBI agents. Morrow put together a 
book called "Betrayal," Et was. that book which prompted 
Congressman Thomas A. Downing to push for a re- 
investigation into the assassination and become' the commit- . 
tee's first chairman. 

As Morrow’s story goes, Jack Ruby, a group of anti- 
Castro Cubads and a 
right-wing faction 
within the CIA en^- 
netrtd the assassi-

Three teams of 
professional "hit"

Lee Harvey Oswald, 
who was a ClA 
agent, was set up to 
take the rap.

They say it could itoc 
possibly have discharged 
three bullets In 6.3 ;?econcls— 
the measured time in which 
the shots were fined. And not 
even expert marksmen have 
been able to duplicate Os- 
wald’s alleged accuracy using 
the clumsy outmoded 
weapon. 

To the layman, the num- 
bers 6.5 mm (Oswald's rifle) 
and 7,35 ram (Morrow’s 
riilesj don't mean much.
